THE KAISER PREPARING FOR A TRE- 
MENDOUS CONFLICT. 


A Touch of Human Nature in the British 
Royal House— Panama Canal Scan- 
Gals Engross Public Attention in 
Paris — Bi-Metallists in the Monetary

BERLIN, Dec. 10.—The army bill was intro- 
Guced to-day in the Reichstag. General Von 
Kaltenborn-Stachau, Minister of War, accom- 
panied the introduction of the bill witha 
long and earnest speech in its support. He 
declared that Germany must be prepared to 
enter at any moment into a final war, which 
would Gwarf all preceding wars, in the 
magnitude of the forces engaged, and the is - 

@ues to be decided. It was imperative 
that every man in Germany able to 
bear arms should be ready to respond when 
called upon. The bill was a measure of su- 
preme necessity, and demanded no sacrifice 
that the patriotism of the nation should be 
Willing to grant, and no sacrifice greater 
than what other nations were making in 
‘Preparation for the mighty struggle that 
might at anytime begin. It was in obedi- 
‘ence to the supreme need of preparing Ger- 
many for that struggle that the bill had been 
prepared, and the Government hoped and 
‘expected that it would receive the 
support of every one interested 
in maintaining the integrity of 
the Fatherland and in defending those ad 
“vantages which it had cost so much of Ger- 
man blood and German energy to obtain. 
The War Minister described at length the de- 
tails of the bill and showed that every effort 
had been made to make the burden as light 
as a prudent regard for the security of the 
country and the efficiency of the army would 
permit. 

The address was favorably received and 
the utterance of Gen. Von _ Kaltenborn- 
Stachau in regard tothe almost certainty of 
@ great European waratan early date evi- 
dently produced a profound impression as 
confrming the predictions of Chancellor 
Oa privi on the same subject. 

The War Ministers of Prussia, Bavaria, 
Saxony and Wurtemburg were present in the 
House. 

Maj. Von Hoiningen-Huene, speaking for 
the center party, announced that that party 
was willing toconcede the two years’ ser- 
vice system, but was not prepared to increase 
the standing army. 

Rector Ahlwamit was condemned to one 
month’s imprisonment for libeling Loewe, 
four months on Kuhne’s complaint and two 
months for calumny against the gun-makers, 
but the court accepted the plea of non- 
malice and reduced the sentence from seven 
tofive months with costs, which are esti- 
mated at $2,500. 


FRENCH AFFAIRS, 


PANAMA CANAL SCANDAL STILL THE LEADING 
TOPTO. 


Paris, Dec. 10.—It is reported that M. 
Bourgeois, Minister of Justice, will pardon 
M. Drumont, editorof La Libre Parole, who 
is serving a term of imprisonment for libel, 
with a view to having him appear as a wit. 
ness before the Panama Investigating Com- 
mittee. M. Drumont has refused to give any 
testimony relative tothe Panama affair unless 
he is unconditionally released. It is believed 
that he has important knowledge regarding 
the affairs of the company and tnat it would 
be a good stroke of policy to release him. 
Bourgeois is the ideal Minister of Justice 
Greamed of by M. Brisson. M. Bourgeois 
bowed to the latter’s omnipotence and M. 
Brisson personifies the supreme power of 
France. The Cabinet bas capitulated to M. 
Brisson and becomes an involuntary ally of 
those conspiring againstthe Republic. The 
steady working of this inquisitorial commit- 
tee will raise a feeling in the country that 
will powerfully aid in undermining the pres- 
ent regime. It may be that this anxiety of 
which I giveonly an echo is unjustifiable. 
Experience will tell.

The usual uneasy crowd seen at 
the Palais Bourbon did not venture out in the 
face of the driving storms and sleet to-day.

SOUTHERN REPUBLICS. 


CHILI AND PERU CARRYING OUT TREATY STIPU- 
LATIONS. 


VALPARAISO, Dec. 10.—Minister of Foreign 
Affairs Errazuriz handed to the Peruvian 
Charge d' Affaires Friday an order deliver- 
ing to the Peruvian Government the guano 
deposits on the Islands of Huanillas, Punta 
de Lobos, Pabellon, Pica and Lobos de Afuera 
and an order signed Dy the 
Chilian Finance Minister, making over 
the concessions held by Chaile, accord- 
ing to the protocol of 189. The Peruvian 
Charge d’Affaires immediately transferred 
the documentto Mr. Eyre, the representa- 
tive of the bondholders of the Peruvian cor- 
poration. These acts complete the terms of 
of the protocol of 1890. Peru, however, still 
maintains her protest against the French 
protocol. 

The Bolivian budget is short 484,000 bolivia- 
nos. 

According to telegraphic dispatches from 
Bogota, the regular session of Congress 
closed on Nov. 20, Dut as much work remains 
to be done, an extra session has been called 
to deal with the pending matters and which 
will not close before the end of the year. The 
chief matter to be arranged is the budget, 
butother questions of importance remain 
also, among which the canal company’s af- 
fairs demand attention. The sentiment in 
Bogota seems to be in favor of dealing liber- 
ally with the company in the matter of time, 
80 long as the rights of the nation are safely 
guarded in the matter. 

Edward R. Britton, an American, has been 
appointed by the government of the Depart- 
ment of Antioquia to represent that section 
of the Republic at the Chicago Fair. Antio- 
quia will have a fine exhibit and in the mat 
ter of ores and minerals will surely attract 
considerable attention. President Caro has 
appointed to the position of Minister of For- 
eign Affairs in his Cabinet Dr. Marco Fidel 
Suarez, who for some time has been dis- 
charging the dutles of that office. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


BI-METALLISTS IN THE MONETARY CONFERENCE 
ARE HOPEFUL. 


BRUSSELS, Dec. 10.—At to-day’s meeting of 
the Committee ofthe International Monetary 
Conference the plans of Messrs. Tietjens, 
Houldsworth and Allard were debated and 
the final report of the conference will be 
prepared. This report will be submitted on 
Tuesday. Although the bi-metallist dele- 
gates feel that the position is critical, they 
are all hopeful that the conference will not 
adjourn without adopting a resolution 
recomending thatſthe various governments 
interested adopt a temporary modus vivendl 
with a view to averting a financial 
catastrophe. The committee adjourned 
without reaching a decisionon any of the 
plans before them. 

The Austrian press looks forward to a fail- 
ure of the monetary conference, and says it 
would injure no one but the American silver 
kings. 


CAN PRACTISE LAW. 
TORONTO, Ontario, Dec. 10.—The Bench and 
the Law Society have decided that ladies may 
enter for the examination held by the soci- 
ety, and may practice law in the province. 
In reference to the report that the embargo 
placedon Canadian cattle by the British 
Board of Agriculture was about to de re- 
moved the Deputy Minister of Agriculture 
said yesterday that no such intimation had 
been received at the department. 


BRIEF CABLEGRAMS.

away cured. One day a month ago an ol 
man, Bes ped for life, prayed under the win- 
dow, and in his excitement threw away his 
crutches, and asserted that he could walk as 
well as he could when a boy. He walked 
away, but when he reached home and be- 
came calm discovered that he was in intense 
pain, and had totake to his bed fora week, 
and when he arose he had to take to his 
crutches again. 

A case of a girl from Minneapolis was 
cited. She came to Canton and the story 
tellers related that she was cured ofa dis- 
ease of the spine of ten years’ standing. 
Having a lively imagination the girl did state 
that she was much improved. Not twenty- 
four hours after, however, she suffered a re- 
lapse and ,now has the disease, which is 
plainly incur able, as bad as ever. The peo- 
pie of Canton and vicinity are intelligent nee 
respectable and they seriously object to be- 
ing scandalized by the stories that are being 
sent out in re to the alleged miracle 
cures here.

SIX DAYS’ TORTURE. 


Horrible Treatment of a Woman in 
New York. 


DRUGGED AND LEFT TO PERISH IN A 
LUMBER YARD. 


Oruel Suffering Jin the Intense Cold 
Without Food or Clothing—Efforts to 
Secure Pardon foran Insane Murderer 
~—Italian Laborers Held in Slavery by 
Negroes—Crimes. 


New York, Dec. 10.—Half-clad and almost 
dead from exposure and starvation after 
having been unconscious and exposed to the 
elements fora week, as she says, without 
food ordrink, Lizzie Mulvey, 22 years old, 
was found behind a lumber pile and a fence 
forming the rear wall of an open lumber 
shed at Eleventh avenue and Twenty-fifth 
street at 5:30 yesterday afternoon. When 
discovered the girl wore a man’s overcoat, 
closely buttoned about her, and had another 
wrapped about her knees. A white petticoat 
and a chemise made up the remainder of her 
clothing. Her hat and shoes were missing. 
She was almost dying from hunger and cold. 

Her story indicates that she is a victim of a 
most cruel assault. After giving her name 
she said she worked in a store, and that Sat - 
urday evening she was induced to take din- 
ner with a stranger. She refused to eat 
much and wanted to go home, but he finally 
induced her to take a drink. She became 
dated and he offered to take her home. In- 
stead he took her into the lumber yard, tell- 
ing her that it was a short cut, and there as- 
saulted her. She says she had lain there ever 
since—for six daysand nights—unabie to at- 
tract the attention ofanybody and too weak 
tomove. She spokeina dazedand discon- 
nected way, and it was difficult to under- 
stand what she said. When asked where her 
home was she began to moan and begged to 
be taken home. At last, so near death’s door 
was she that it was decided to leave her 
alone until she had been strengthened by a 
night’s rest and nourishment. 

Atthe New York Hospital itis said that 
she must have been starving and exposed to 
the stress of rough weather for at least 
thirty-six hours. She had undoubtedly un- 
dergone the most brutal usage. 

The woman is well formed, of medium 
heightand her face is pleasing in expres- 
sion. However, last night it was drawn and 
lined with long privation and suffering. Her 
clothing is well made and neat and shows 
signs ofcare in spite ofits exposure tothe 
rain of the past week. 


PLEAS FOR MEROY. 


EFFORTS IN BEHALF OF A WOMAN SENTENCED 
FOR MURDER. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 10.—In 1859 Polly Frisch 
was indicted in Genesee County for killing 
her husband and two children by polsoning 
them with arsenic.Four trials were had, upon 
the last of which she was convicted and sen- 
tenced to be executed. An application was 
made to Gov. Morgan for clemency. He 
caused an investigation to be made by an ex- 
pert, who reported that the pris- 
oner was insane, and her sentence 
was thereupon commuted to impris- 


on ment for life. She was at first sent to the 
rison at Sing Sing, but afterwards was 
ransferred to the Kings County Peniten- 
tiary and has now served an imprisonment 
of more than thirty-three years. Dr. Homer 
L. Bartiett, for many years attending phy- 
sicilan atthe penitentiary, has assured Gov. 
Flower that whatever niight have been her 
mental condition at the time of the commis- 
sion ofthe crime or afterwards she is now 
and for many years has been per- 
fectly sane, and there is no reason 
tom believe that she will ever 
become otherwise. During her imprison- 
ment atthe penitentiary she has been em- 
ployed almost constantly in the hospital, 
where she has been of great service. She Is 
now quite old and feeble and a very strong 
appeal has been presented to Gov. Flower for 
her pardon. The District Attorney who 
prosecuted her, recommended some years 
ago that she be released and several persons 
of the highest respectability have undertaken 
to provide herwith a suitable home. The 
Governor therefore pardoned the woman. 


CRIME NEWS. 


ITALIAN LABORERS HELD IN SLAVERY BY 
NEGROES. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Dec. 10.—About a year ago 
the Keystone Employment Agency of this 
city started Charles Stein with a gang of 
twenty-five Italians,for Logan County, W. Va., 
to work for Thompson Bros., contractors, on 
the Norfolk & Western Railroad. Logan 
County lies along the Kentucky line, and is 
one of the wildest parts of West Virginia. 
The country 1s sparsely settled, and 


law is unknown. Stein and his 
men got as far as Dinnegstown on their 
trip. There they stopped for food and to 
locate Thompson Bros. The town is on the 
line of the Norfolk & Western Rallroad, and 
200 colored men were camped near the town. 

Stein was given something to eat, but when 
he and his party tried to go on they were 
stopped by a number of coloredmen. Their 
opposers pulled revolvers and told the 
Italians that they would have to stop there 
and work or be shot. The foreigners had to 
stay. They worked there for several days on 
the road and got nothing for it. The colored 
men guarded them while at work and even 
while they slept they were watched. Aftera 
week of their slavery Steinanda number of 
his companions decided to make an attempt 
to escape. At midnight, while the guards 
slept, they stole away down the valley. They 
were pursued by the colored men with biood- 
hounds and oy 4 made good their escape 
after killing the dogs and eluding the negroes 
by hiding in the mountains. After a seven- 
days’ tramp the gang reached the Kentucky 
line and got work ina mining camp among a 
lot of whites and blacks. Stein was the only 
member of the party who returned to Pitts- 
burg. The others were scattered, he knows 
not where. Stein thinks that some of them 
were killed at Dinnegstown. He worked his 
way back to Pittsburg by slow stages. 


HIS ACCOUNTS SHORT.

shortage in hisaccounts with the firm and 
clients of about $20,000. When last heard 
from he was in New Orleans.

and riddled with bullets. 


ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Dec. 10.—News comes 
from Forsyth, in Tahey County, of an at- 
tempt to assassinate James O. Carroll, edi. 
tor ofthe Star, by three men whoare sup- 


ed to be friendly to the Bald Knobbers. 
arroll, through his paper in the recent cam- 
paign madeafight for the Law and Order 
ticket, urging that the ticket be elected, in 
order that the Bald Knobbers and the assas- 
sins of William Bright be punished. Carroll 
warded off his assassins when the attack was 
made and escaped without sustaining serious 
injuries. 


DIED LAST NIGHT. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 10.—The Texas 
criminal, Charley Hayes, who was shot by 
the Sheriff of Hawkins County at Rogersville, 


Tenn., a few days ago while resisting arrest, 
died last night. Hayes was wanted in 
Texas for sundry crimes and misdemeanors 

and had a reputation as a train robber, 
horse-thief, etc., in that State. It was a 
curious co-incidence that the news of his 
death, and a second requisition for nim from 
the Governor of Texas reached Gov. Buchan- 
an by the same mail this morning. 


KILLED BY A MANTAC. 
CHICAGO, III., Dec. 10.—A maniac, who is 
known as Morris, walked up behind Charles 
O’Neil-and deliberately cut his throat from 
ear to ear after which he slashed his own 
throat. After the bloody deed Morris, who 
is a Swede, crawled to his room, and O'Neill 
was taken to St. Luke’s Hospital, where he 
is dying. The police found Morris in his 
room wrapped up in his bed clothing, un- 
conscious from the loss of blood, 


A FEUD RBOPENED. 
JOHNSON Crrr, Tenn. Dec. 10.—The shoot- 
ing of Henry Green, wh@ was found in the 
road with a pistol bullet in his brain, is re- 


garded as the signal’ for reopening the 
Green-Jones war in Hancock County. As a 
consequence of the feud between the two 
families twenty people have been killed, more 
are in the penitentiary and others have left 
the country. 


DOC TAYLOR’S EXECUTION STAYED. 
BRISTOL, Tenn., Dec.) 10.—**Doc’’ Taylor, 
the condemned murderér of five people, in- 
cluding Moonshiner Ir@ Mulleiss, was sen- 
tenced to be hanged Dee. 16, but the Court of 


Appeals has deferred thé hanging until after 
the June term of court, at which it will be 
decided whether or not hp is entitled to a new 
trial.

NORTH DAKOTA LIQUOR TRADE, 


Prohibition Law Has Increased It 
Enormously. 

Faroo, N. D., Dec. 10.—A big row has been 
kicked up in this State over the question 
whether prohibition shall be resubmitted. 
Bishop Shanley of the Catholic Church 


started the rumpus by writing the following 
letter: 

A casual chat with Editor Kellogg of the 
Jamestown Alert has found its way into the 
papers, and so lam compelled to state my 
views on prohibition as it exists in North 
Dakota. am convinced that our unique 
brand of prohibition is doing incalculable 
harm to the State and to many of the inhab- 
itants and making us the laughing stock of 
all our observant visitors. Wholesale liquor 
denlers have informed me that their sales in 
this State are nearly three times greater now 
than formerly. Railroad and express men 
bear testimony to the truth of the liquor 
dealers’ statements. Commercial travelers 
tell the same story. Hotel men who have no 
„blind pie’’ annex scarcely know what to 
do with the empty whisky bottles left in the 
rooms by the guests. Farmers who formerly 
took a drink or two when intown now keep 
a jug or a five-gallon Keg at home and tipple 
all the time. While carefully re- 
fraining from approving or disapprov- 
ing of prohibition as a theory, I assert that 

rohibition is a flat failure in North Dakota. 

fthe people want prohibition, let them in- 
sist on its enforcement; if they do not want 
it, let them have the courage to say so and 
do away with it, and in its place give us

NICARAGUA CANAL. 


Committee cf Promoters Call at the White 
Housa 

WASHINGTON, D. O., Dec. 10.—A committee 
comprising Hon. George L. Converse of Ohio, 
Hon. William Mayberry of Michigan, F. J. 
Odenthal of Louisiana, R. L. Edwards of 
New York, C. F. Cragin of IIlinois and Hon. 
O. M. Shelley of Alabama, representing the 
National Nicaraguan Convention, had an au- 
dience with the President this morning. 
He listened with interest to the 
representations made by the committee and 
responded ina short address, saying among 
other things that the world was calling for 
the construction of the Nicaraguan Canal 
and he could not see how anyone could pos- 
sibly find grounds for objectiontoit. The 
absence of the canal retards, he said, the 
progress of the world. It was our natural 
coast line, and ifthe United States does not 
proceed, England or some other power 
would, and that was something we should 
not permit. All parts of this country were 
equally interested it it. 

Ex-Senator Warner Miller, President of.the 
Nicaragua Canal Co., appeared before the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Relations to- 
day and told the committee about the condl- 
tion of the company’s affairs and the canal. 
Mr. Miller appeared to ald the committee in 
the preparation of a bill for the benefit of the 
canal, He explained that the company’s 
prospects were quite as good as they were 
last year; if anything, they are better. It 1s 
probable that a b. i win be framed on 
the lines of last year’s measure, in which it 
is provjded that the United States govern- 
ment guarantee $100,000,000 of bonds issued 
by the company for the construction of the 
enterprise.

COLORED DELEGATES WALKED OUT. 


A Striking Feature of the W. O. T. U. 
Proceedings. 

The interesting feature of last night's ban- 
quetofthe W. OC. T. U. was the clash be- 
tween the colored and white delegates. 
When the guests filed out to supper, the 
ladies and gentlemen of color took seats pro- 
miscuously among their white brethren, and 


when requested to vacatsand take seats at 
the table reserved for colored delegates, they 
became very much incensed and left the hall 
in a body and gave vent to their displeasure 
inno uncertain terms. On account of the 
loud and excited manner in which they 
talked the doors had to be el between the 
banquet hall and the vestibule before the in- 
vocation could be sung. 
The ladies in charge of the banquet urged 
them to return, but they steadfastly refused 
to do this unless they were rmitted t to re- 
sume their former seats. ese seats had in 
the meantime been occupied by 
white people, who were finally requested to 
remove and find seats in another part of the 
hall as the only means of pacifying the col. 
ored delegates. Not only did the colored 
delegates ieave the banquet hall, but they 
threatened to withdraw from the union, 
Arne second day’s session of the W. 
convened this morning at 10 a. m., President 
Mrs. F. H. Ingalisin the chair. The devo- 
tional exercises were conducted by Mrs. J. P. 
Roberts, after which the following papers 
vers read: „Sabbath Observance,’’ Mrs. Mu.

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THE PULPITEERS EXPLAINING. 


There are some rich things in the recent 
comments of the Philadelphia Presbyterian 
clergy on the national election. 

Dr. Wills said: ‘‘As Presbyterians we 
feel proud in our Chief Magistrate, and 
when he retires to private life a mighty 
volume of commendation will follow him. 
His successor also knows the Presbyterian 
catechism by heart. It seems that Presby- 
terians are the stuff from which Presidents 
and Cabinet officers are made.’’ The 
doctor went on to say, as to the cause of 
the change, that there wasa growing dis- 
satisfaction regarding monopoly and 
boodle and the rum power at the polls. 

Dr. Sullivan said that if it was the voice 
Of the people that defeated Harrison, it 
was the voice of God on accountof the 
opposition to Blaine, Quay, Platt and 
others. 

Dr. Bolton did not believe that the 
Democratic party had a majorityin this 
country; ‘‘it was the result of putting 
money in the hands of a class.’’ 

Dr. Brown declared that ‘‘the cause of 
the great upheaval originated in Rome, 
when orders were issued from the Vatican 
to the Bishops of, France and America to 
have Catholics support certain candidates.

Dr. Hoyt said: Some of the speeches 
made here this morning display more po- 
litical ignorance than the ordinary voter. 
One man says that Harrison quarreled 
with Quay, and Dr. Bolton says that the 
Democrats are a minority, Why there 
were more Democratic votes cast four years 
ago than Republican. I say it was an out- 
rage that the ballot was ever placed in the 
hands of the negro. I feel in a state 
of hilarity over the result of the elec- 
tion.’’ 

Dr. Dickey believed that the rebellion 
was not over. We were compelled not 
only to fight rebellion the last time, but 
also Romanism.

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PERMANENT TENURE. 

The Civil Service Commission has issued 
an annual report to let the country know 
that the Attorney-General had been noti- 
fied of the violations of the law. This 
seems to be the only duty of this body, 
and it has not been shirked. It never did 
any real good directly, but by keeping up 
the agitation against blackmailing it may 
perhapsearn the salaries paid the mem- 
bers. Publicity in such matters is worth 
something. 

But this time the record of duty well 
done is accompanied by a suggestion: 

This is the first time the Civil Service 
Commission has, in the midst of a presiden- 
tial campaign, actively interfered to prevent 
the collection of these assessments, and it 
believes its action hada most beneficial er- 
fect; public employes felt as they never be- 
fore felt, that they were protected and need 
not contribute unless they chose, and that 
there was much less assessing done than 
ever before, although it cannot be doubted 
that, as it was, altogether too much took 
place. 

In the opinion of the commission this prac- 
tice will not be wholly broken up untilit is 
made a penal offense for any person whatso- 
ever to solicit a political contribution from a 
Government employe in any place whatso- 
ever. Such employes would then be left at 
liberty to contribute if they cared to, but 
they would not be asked to do so. 

This is pertinent provided it be first as- 


sumed that with every change in the po- 
litical character of the Administration the 
office-holders, big and little, must be 
bounced, and provided tenure is depend- 
ent rather upon partisan faithfulness than 
upon efficiency. As long as the ‘‘offises’’ 
are considered asso much plunder just so 
long will the assessment system thrive and 
no law can be devised which will wholly 
prevent this species of blackmail. 

All officers not directly concerned with 
the policy of the administration should 
hold their positions during good behavior. 
This is the objective point of all real re- 
forms. Whether or not anything will be 
accomplished in this direction during the 
next four years remains to be seen, but 
Mr. Cleveland’s views on the subject are 
well known and he will at least try to 
initiate the reform.

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TRUST ROBBERY. 

Since the consummation of the treacher- 
ous scheme by which the Whisky Trust 
obtained possession of the Central and 
other distillery plants the price of high- 
wines has advanced 15 cents. The price 
was $1.10 a gallon immediately before the 
sale. It began to advance immediately 
after, and reached 51.25 yesterday. The 
trust will soon gouge out of consumers the 
cost of crushing competition, and will 
gain an enormous profit besides, without 
the employment of more labor, the pur- 
chase of a bushel more of grain or the 
turning of an additional wheel. 

The advances made are based upon no 
conditions of the market or of production 
facilities rendering them necessary. With 
distilleries rusting and rotting in idleness, 
grain cheap and abundant and labor cry- 
ing for work the Whisky Trust is squeez- 
ing consumers by the force of monopoly. 
It is merely another instance of the greed 
and power of the trust monster exemplified 
in the coal combine, the sugar trust and 
many other forms of monopoly combina- 
tion which feed upon the people and which 
fatten not by industry, thrift and the de- 
velopment of resources, but by monopo- 
lizing and cutting off development oppor- 
tunities, checking industry and robbing 
consumers. Whether they lay their hands 
upon the necessities or luxuries their op- 
pressive and blighting influence is the 
same. 

Under Republican policy these monopoly 
combinations have grown and flourished 
until they defy law and government. The 
Harrison Administration confesses to a 
miserable failure in its efforts to enforce a 
law specially made to suppress them. The 
Republican policy has been condemned and 
the Harrison Administration repudiated. 
Better things are expected of the incoming 
Democratic Administration. If the anti- 
trust law is not strong enough it must be 
strengthened. If the Cleveland Adminis- 
tration cannot cope with the trusts it will 
stand condemned. The power of the trusts 
to rob and oppress must be broken.

Iheartily indorse the communication on 
our Street Railroad Kings’’ in last Tues- 
day’s edition, only it did not go far enough. 
Look, for instance, at. Lindell avenue, west 
of Vandeventer. Isn’tit a burning shame 


that such a beautiful, ideal street should be 
so shamefully abused? Heavy hauling has 
nearly ruined it. It now is nothing but ruts, 
hills and hollows. Heavy wagons, when the 
weather is soft, soon cut the top gravel dress - 
ing down to the macadam substratum, and 
soon cut that out, as at present, and the Tel- 
ford pavement is ruined. Now, unless our 
Street Commissioner and Roard of Improve- 
ments take more interest init than they 80 
far have, it will soon be past redemption.

The first case on record where a saloon- 
keeper has been prosecuted for selling tiquor 
to an babitual drunkard was begun to-day by 
Attorney Robt.M. Goode in behalf of Mrs. Fred 
Pfeiffer of 1614 Pine street. Mr. Goode swore 
outa warrantthis morning charging Tony 
Repetto, a bartender for Charles Repetto, the

Mr. and Mrs. Pfeiffer have been married 
but a few months, and are living at 1614 Pine 
street. Thelrunion would be a happy one 
but for the single falling of Mr. Pfeiffer, who, 
like a great many men, has at times an un- 
controllable desire for liquor. He is a 
model husband, except for that 
one fault, and has shown his 
wife in various ways that he has tried to 
fight the thirst and sometimes succeeded. 

SHE SERVES NOTICE. 

She aided him in the battle and as it was a 
hard fight she thought she would remove the 
cause by notifying the saloon Keepers in her 
neighborhood not to sell her husband any 
liquor under any circumstances, ashe was 
an habitual drunkerd, and spent 
money when drunk, that he should 
give to his wife. Last Monday night her 
husbana did not return home at the hour he 


suspected that he had fallen from grace. She 
visited a number of saloons in the neighbor- 
hood, and at last saw her husband sitting 
at a table with some men in Repetto’s saloon, 
She opened the door and boldly walked in.

CONTESTING JOY’S SEAT. 


John J. O'Neill Files Notice of Contest, 
Charging Fraud and Corruption. 

John J. O'Neill yesteraay served notice of 
contest on Congressman Chas. F. Joy of the 
Eleventh Congressional District. O'Neill 
claims thaton account of frauds committed 
oy Joy’f followers, and the mistakes of 
judges and clerks of election, he, O'Neill, 
was defauded of his seat, although he re- 
ceived a majority of 8,000 legal votes, while 


Joy was elected, according to the returns, by 
a majority of sixty-seven. He claims that 
honest and legal ballots were rejected by 
judges of election in almost every precinct, 
plated in envelops and turned over tothe 
tecorder of Voters, and that 400 of these bal- 
lots were cast for him. He avows that 500 
legal votes cast for him were thrown ont, 
and that 800 legal voters who would have 
voted for him found their names omitted 
from the registration lists. He charges that 
1,100 illegal votes were cast and counted in 
the district, and specifies instances embrac- 
ing almost every precinct. He concludes as 
follows: 

**T charge on information received, and the 
proof will show, that shortly §prior to the 
keneral election held on said Nov. 8, 1892, and 
said Congressional election In said Eleventh 
Congressional District of Missourl, a large 
fund or sum of money, to-wit: at least $25,- 
000, was raised by contributions solicited and 
obtained from divers industries, corpora- 
tions, trusts and persons in said city of St. 
Loulsand elsewhere interested in continu- 
ing and maintaining the present system of 
tariff taxation contained in the acts of Con- 
gress of the United States; that, by reason of 
my course in Congress heretofore, I had in- 
curred the hostility of the aforesaid 
and other like industries, corpor- 
ations, trusts, and persons interested 
in maintaining the present tariff system ; and

The situation is that with 
silver reduced to 8 and 80 cents, as it has 
been lately and is now, they cannot work the 
mines at a profit with low grade ores, of 
which we have many. Silver at sucha 
cuts both ways. We will have to find 
grade ores or cease mining. I still 
hopes that the Brussels conference will nx 
such a uniform ratio of value to gold that we 
can go on.
